Veezmith by Joseph D. Smith 



In Veezmith, every number and letter that you type becomes colons, and to help guide you, you should 
type the colons showed in this guide, then erase the letters and numbers to have an encoded message of 
colons! You must type all colons, and each letter or number you type is it's own separate code, so even 
if it looks like you will type extras, just remember that they are required. 

Only letters and numbers are encoded, while anything else will be the same, such as all punctuation. 
Also, a space is just a space, as you separate every word or phrase, and every number sequence or 
formula must be separated by a space.

Binary is a set of numbers, while Veezmith is meant to be a set of 
colons, that make a message more stable.
